SUMMARY OF THE REASONS FOR DECISION: 

The video recording entitled Border Guard Blisterings is classified as: 

Objectionable. 

The video recording contains a feature, a trailer and two notices. The feature depicts 
sadomasochistic activity in a mock military setting. The scenario of the feature 
revolves around the detention and beating of two women supposedly caught trying to 
cross a border with illegal drugs. The trailer and one of the notices also revolve 
around sadomasochistic activity. 

The video recording tends to promote and support the use of violence and coercion to 
compel women to participate in, and submit to, sexual conduct as outlined under 
s3(2)(b) of the Films, Videos, and Publications Classification Act 1993 (FVPC Act). 

The scenario involves women, detained by military personnel, being threatened with 
knives and forcefully restrained while they are subjected to sadomasochistic activity 
and beatings against their will. This occurs in a sexualised context. The video 
recording presents the use of violence and coercion to force women to submit to 
sexual conduct as sexually arousing. 

The video recording also tends to promote and support the infliction of extreme cruelty 
as outlined under s3(2)(f) of the FVPC Act. It shows women subjected to extreme 
cruelty with the infliction of pain and suffering presented in a realistic manner. The 
publication focuses on the fear, distress, and lack of control of the women and 
sexualises these elements with the result that the video recording presents the 
subjecting of women to acts of extreme cruelty as sexually arousing. 
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As the video recording meets criteria listed in s3(2) of the FVPC Act, it is therefore 
deemed to be objectionable. A classification of "objectionable" places a limit on the 
right to the freedom of expression as set out in si4 of the New Zealand Bill of Rights 
Act 1990. However, in relation to this video recording, the classification is considered 
to be a reasonable limit prescribed by law that can be demonstrably justified in a free 
and democratic society. 
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
